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ONE FAMILY ADOPTS
EIGHT “WAR KIDDIES”

Catholic Children’s Bureau Tries

to Find Temporary Homes
for 1000 Wards

Taking eight children inta the family oore
cle nll in onse grand swoop e almost nnres
Than peaple ean imagine, but thar Is
what #evernl l"nﬁml'.- parents have recent]y
done ut the appenl of Bishop McCart

The problem of an Increased nunber of
dependent children becauss of war condi-
tlong I« being partially salved by parents
of men in service. Homes that have heen
Ieft desolate und lonely becuuse the “hoys"
hiave gone “over there” nre heing enlivensd
by orphius or children left temporarily de-
pendent upon goclety

The Cuthollc Children's Bureau of fPhila-
deiphin today has under its protection mors
than 1000 jittle warde, who have been Eiven
temporary homes till thalr fathera come back
from war or their own homes are re-sstab-
lished. Besides these, many have been adapted
through the medium of the hureau during
the Inst few months In accordance with
the fundamental Catholie principles the bu-
TeAU rtrives 1o preserve the family ar a unit
of sotisty

Tt tries, first of all, to reunite parents,
to find work for the unemployed and to plan
methods whereby the family may be kept
together But if this Ia impossible, the
burenu takes the children, and, in placing
them In new homeg, still keeps the brothers
and gisters together. Nome times thers are
only twa or three in the family, but there
have heen many cases where thern were six
dhlldren and several In which thers were
elght.

Beausa many of the children are left to the
care of the buremu only temporarily until
the mother or father becomes well or can get
a littla money ahead. a system of boarding

oKt

out hus been mrranged. Instead of legally
adopting the little ones, parents tuks them
into cvomfortuhle homes temporarily For

this they are pald hoard.

“OFf eourse. we cannat pay these parents
for the home love and the intrinsically val-
uahle things thatgeome with 1t suld Miss
Lealie M. Fov, in charge of the case depart-
ment of the bureau. “But we do pay & gmall
sum, which covers the cost of food consumed
by each child ‘This money s furnished by
the Philadelphia County court for Its desti-
tuta children  Clothing I8 alse furnishsd by
this mean=s. From the ilme the childreén
ars brought tn us by thelr parents until they
are returned to thelr original homes ar else
legally adopted, they are directly under aur
supervision, no matter what homes they may
enter. Our workers viait every child at least
ance & month to see that he or she L well
cared for

(e Institution mcis a® an Intermediate
stage hetween the worst and the best in the
children's lives. Some of them come to us
from the very worgt imaginable places We
teach them the beauty of cleanlinegs and
try to Instill in thém the common courtesies
of life hofors sending them into homes, We
are just &8 sure of the character of our chil-
dren befors placing them asx we must be of
the familles into which they gn. Our alm {#
to place the right child in ll-ﬂt right home
In many caees the girls and boyva come from
sxcallent fumilles und some of them have
fortunes which they wll} Inherit when of
.'-e'm:—yenr-old Marie. of Hungarian parents
wis brought to us recently Her parents are
dead and she s alone In this eountry. But
ghe has relatives and large estates In Hun-
gary which will he hers if there is anything
1efy after the war. In the meantime rhi'rr is
helng cared for by = splendid fam'ly here

Two of the most beautiful children In the
care of the bureau are the ron and daugh-
ter of a Man vantenced to twenty years in
the penitentiary tor killing his wife. The gir!
{s elght and the boy five years old.  Most of
the children aroe left destitute by =zickness
M»-?\“;:nd family history is needed to de-
rermine whether a duil ¢hild i backward or
feeble-minded.” unld one of the bureau direc-
tors It {& unfair to place a feeble-minded
chlld with normal children, or the child of
pad habite and much evil knowledge with
children of innocent mipds. Even with normal
children the bent of the mind and l.l|f11|l
must he known for proper placing. Yet we
find that wonderful changes are made in
children by placing them In proper sur-
roundings sfare and more we realfe the
power of environmant and dally training

wppgly, It s & desp study In human nature
to plek up thése ch'ldren, learn thelr traits of
character and find for them homes where
thev will develop Into the best types of man-
hood and womanhood." L

Children between the ages of four and six.
teen are admitted to the care of the bureay,
and once taken Ingcharge they are Eiven
every care possible till they become of age
Every nationality Is represanted and the
institution strives to place the boys and girls
according to nationality.

“There are undoubtedly more dependent
children because of war conditions and the
number in steadily increasing.” sald a di-
rector. “'Becauss of this Bishop McCort has
urged parents to ‘do’ their bit' by taking care
of some of these llittle ones.”
